Thomas H, Huhn, attached tothe 
automatic voting machine division 
of AVM Corp,, said that over the 
past three years advocates of other 
than voting machine solutions to 
the need for speeding and

The giant cancer prevention 
study, being conducted by the 
American Cancer Society, is a six= 
year research project involving 
1,078,000 men and women through= 
out the United States, 

The study’s goal is to identify 
the various factors - environ= 
mental and others = which are 
related to the development of can= 
cers in humans, It started in 1959 
when more than one million per= 
sons in 1,121 counties in the United 
States filled out questionnaires,

In Massachusetts 19,592 men 
and women are enrolled in the 
project, Once a year these en= 
rollees have been traced, and every 
two years have again been re= 
quested to fill out brief question= 
naires, 

Valuable information has al- 
ready been gained, A preliminary 
analysis confirmed that certain 
danger signals such as loss of 
appetite, shortness of breath and 
a tendency to fatigue easily, have 
a high relationship to deaths for 
specific sites of cancer, 

The study has also shown that 
cigarette smokers in general are 
less healthy than non-smokers, 
according to a report by E.Cuyler 
Hammond, Se.D., American Can= 
cer Society Statistical Research 
Director, In 1964 Dr, Hammond 
reported that preliminary results 
of the CPS showed that smokers 
in Massachusetts complained of 
cough, shortness of breath and 
loss of appetite more often than 
non-smokers, They were hos= 
pitalized more frequently and 
have higher death rates, These 
occurrences increase with the in= 
creasing number of cigarettes 
smoked and the degree of in= 
halation, 

““We conclude’*, summarizes 
Dr. Hammond, ‘“‘that cigarette 
smoking constitutes a major health 
hazard in Massachusetts as well 
as in other parts of the world’’,

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A Way Out 

Somebody has to take the town hall controversy off the 
back burner, and it may as well be the Townsman. 

Technically speaking the subject is dormant because 
negotiations for the Shorten garage property on Park St., 
one of two sites under consideration, have been at a 
standstill. 

But we cannot imagine that the Selectmen are champing 
at the bit in eagerness to get on with it. ..at least not 
the majority. 

The board has backed itself into a box. It has stated 
publicly that it will put the town hall in one of two places 
— on the Shorten garage property once acquired, or on a 
portion of the municipal parking lot on Main Street. By 
now it must be painfully clear that neither spot makes 
sense. 

Even if the offices needed could be squeezed onto the 
Park Street site, the building would be hemmed in bya 
supermarket parking lot on one side and a bowling alley 
on the other. Town hall construction could be delayed 
until the central fire station is relocated. This will open 
up the lot, but it will not change the view nor eliminate 


the traffic problem that commercial development of the 
area is compounding. 

Why then not forget Park Street and put the building on 
the Shaw property where Selectman Bob Watters, for one, 
still insists it should go? 


3ecause it would not be a practical solution. 


Andover has been warned by its planning consultants 
to expect growth, plenty of it. It has also been told that 
residents here are wedded to the idea of a one-center 
town. If the 15,000 to 30,000 people still to come share 
this sentiment, then downtown Andover is due to face 
parking problems that will make today’s headaches a 
pleasant memory. 

It would be folly to eliminate a strategically located 
parking facility for construction of a town hall unless the 
lot to be gained was THE choice location both from the 
standpoint of convenience and aesthetics. This the Shaw 
property is not. 


Procrastination, 10 years of it at least, has cost the 
town time and money. The building going up in Elm Square 
right now had officials moved before commercial 
developers snapped up what had long been the sentimental 
favorite of some as a town hall site. And this is just one 
example of opportunities missed. 

It is not too late for a solution that is both cheap and 
desirable. 

The Townsman opposes location of the town hall on 
either of the two properties the board of selectman is 
considering. As one conceivable alternative, we propose 
modernization of the present Town Hall. 

It would be a move in keeping with a recommendation 
made three years ago, and accompanied by drawings to 
illustrate how the old building could be refurbished. It 
would continue the location of the community’s seat of 
government in a commanding location. 

It is one way out of the box, at a tremendous saving to 
the taxpayers. 

After all, Mr. and Mrs. Taxpayer are becoming alarmed 
at the capital expenditures that are in the making — a new 


high school, the Fish Brook project, new fire houses in 
West and Central Andover, a new police station, a new 
grade school in the southerly section of town — just to 
enumerate a few of the plans. 

And now, a new town hall for approximately 40 
employees. 

Let’s put the necessary things first!
